The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims: 
Claim 5:

Claim 7:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Wang et al. (U.S. 6,607,028), Wang et al. (U.S. 6,672,379) and Lee (U.S. 6,619,381) all 
fail to disclose the following patentable limitations of the applicant's claimed and 
disclosed invention: 

- a heat sink element comprising one or more coupling structures 
disposed on the upper and lower or left and right sides; 
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- the coupling structure consisting of ascending-stepped or descending- 
stepped horizontal offset formed on the lateral edge of L-shaped plate 
heat dissipating plates; 

- inverted U-shaped or a U-shaped appendage situated at the anterior 
section of the ascending-stepped or descending-stepped horizontal 
offset; and 

- one or two wing-shaped lock tabs formed at the two sides or either the 
left or right side of the U-shaped or U-shaped appendage; wherein 

- when interconnected one or two of the wing-shaped lock tabs of each 
coupling structure at the two sides of one heat sink unit engages onto 
the lateral edge of the adjacent heat sink element at fixed horizontal 
distances and positions. 

The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited reference taken singly or in combination does not anticipate or 
make obvious applicant's claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed.
